REMARKABLE CASE. 


Sudden |Reeovery of Hearing and , 
‘Speech After ‘rheir Loss tor More 
than Nine Months. 


[From the St. Paul Press. } 


A remarkable case of the recevery of 
the sense Of hearing and the power of 
speech occurred on Saturday night at 
Hastings, some particulars of which are 
given by the correspondent of the Press 
from that city. The young man thus 
rendered happy by the sudden change in 
his condition is George Jansen, a young. 
Frenchman of this city. Nearly ten 
months ago he was taken down with 
typhoid fever, from which he recovered, 
to his usual bodily and mental vigor. It 
is often the ease with fevers, he was left 
Without the power of speech and hear- 
ing. From that time until Saturday 
evening his means of communication 
have been solely by a slate and pencil. 

Through the efferts of friends he was 
made one of the force sent to Hastings 
to transcribe the records of West St. 
Paul. His companion and room mate 
was Mr. M. Hoyt, of this city. Saturday 
evening at the close of work he com- 
plained, by means of writing, of a great 
oppression about the throat and a curious 
buzzing about his bead. Ue ascribed 
this to some lycopodium powders admin- 
istered to him by Mr. Hoyt, through a 
tube by blowing, and whic’ he had 
learned were sometimes elleetual in 
cases like his own. The oppression and 
buzzing rendered him sot uncomfortable 
that he felt the necessity of some means 
of relief, and went to a barber shop and 
had his chin whiskers shaved off. This 
did not relieve him, and he returned to 
his home, suffering intensely. His pain 
wus apparently so intense as to render 
himealmost senseless and threaten to 
throw him into convulsions. 

His companion remained with him, 
and about 11 o’clock, when feeling some- 
what easier, wrote on his slate that he 
felt the presentment that his speech would 
either be restored to him cr that he would 
die during the night. He continued to 
suffer intensely, and about 2 or 3 o’clock | :

After recovering he wrote to | t 
lloyt to take the tube used for adinipis-, 
tering the powder, and, placing it close to 
his ear, to speak in an ordinary tone. 
This he did, asking some ordinary ques 
tion, to which Jansen replied, though he 
himself was unconsci dus that he had done 
so. Soon after, Hoyt whistled in the 
sume manner a portion of a familiar air, 
which Jansen immediately picked up and 
eontinucd. His hearing continued, he | « 
maintained, to be indistinct, and he was | « 
still conscious gf the cracking and buz. | « 
zing, though thé pain seemed to be pass- 
ing away. 

But the time came at last. Hoyt was 
absent fromthe room on some duty, 
when Mr. Jansen was taken with another 
violent attack, during which, by great 
effort, he discharged a quantity of clotted 
matter. Relief came at last. All the 
unaccountable sensation disappeared. 
The buzzing and cracking ceased, and 
the oppression was gone, and more than 
all, his voice and hearing are returned as 
ever. When his companion returned to 
the room, be greeted him, much to_ his 
surprise, with a hearty ‘Show do you do?” 

Chere was joy in that room almost un- | 
utterable—more than would permit sleep, | 
and taking the mousing train the young 
men came to this city to spread the joyful 
news. Upon their arrival they proceed 
ed to the house of Mr. John Oliver, to 
whose efforts Mr. Jansen was indebtec 
for many favors. On Friday, Mr. Ol 
iver had been to Hastings to the 
progress of the work, and knew full well | 
that it could not be completed. He had | 
then been compglled to converse with 
Mr. Jansen on the slate. The young 
men were not expected to return on Sun 
day, and when Mr. Oliver inguired what 
was the trouble, Hoyt jocularly teplied 
that the ‘‘court house had burned down,” 
and Jansing, takingup the thread of the 
comment, said, ‘‘Destroying our work.” | 
The first remark made by Hoyt was | 
a surprise, but Jansen’s continuation of 
itin his natural tone of voice was a 
still greater one. In the surprise and 
enthusiasm of the moment, Mr. Olive! 
fairly hugged with delight Mr. Jansen. 
These surprises were repeated upon the 
friends of Mr. Jansen during the day, 
and few surprises have ever been greater. 
It is needless to say that the restoration 
to Mr. Jansen is like a priceless boon, 
and he never so appreciated gifts of na 
ture in speech and hearing as now, afte: 
being deprived of them for more than 
nine months. 

The case is remarkable principally in 
the sudden restoration of the powers. 
Persons who are deprived of any of the 
senses by fever often recover them gra 
dually, but never completely. The repor 
ter has in miud a case where alf the 
senses, save that of touch, were more ot 
less impaired, and evén the mind blunted 
by fever, but an almost complete restora- 
tion of these -has followed after many 
years; still the person so affected by the 
disease might have enjoyed a greater 
keenness of all the senses impaired, and 
of mind, had he escaped it entirely.

I asm positive in my as- 
sertion when 1 say that no man ever lost 
at monte who did not say to himself, 
when the sharper began manipulating 
the ‘‘little old woman,” the “mule and 
the wagon." ‘‘Here is a poor fool who 
has plenty of money, J'll just beat him 
out of a part of it.” He goes into the 
trap like a fly who finds molasses in a 
bottle, and is always defeated.

To nations yet unborn the life of Rob- 
ert E. Lee will be a study, wherever pu- 
rity of principle and magr&nimous ab- 
negation of self in the discharge of duty 
are regarded as the standard of national 
nim. And to the now liting men and 
women of the late Confederate States the 
legacy of that life is too practically val:

The 
commissioner ha labored under serious 
disadvantages, He owas not appointed 
motil the 26th of August last, making his 
ln} ors extra arduous by the shortness of 
tune between tken aid the meeting of 
the geMrh asstmbly. But he went to 
work In earnest, and has accomplished 
more than Could have been oxdjnarily ex- 
pected at his hands. Without precedenty, 
or experience, the work of organizing 
the department was onerous and respon- 
It being impossible teprepare the 
handbook describing the geological 
formation of the several counties of this 
siate, etc., he ‘selected Bartow coun'y, 
uud has had made a handbook and map 
of that county. 

He argues the necessity of a systematic 
collection of the facts of  agri- 
culture. To meet this want he 
has issued circulars for the purpose of 
imparting information avd collecting 
statistics. The commissioner calls at 
tention to the responses to his circular 
relative to farm labor, showing the prev- 
alence of the opinion that negro labor is 
not adding to our values, The system 
of renting land to negroes or cropping 
with them on shares, in most cases does 
not pay, as is demonstrated by the short- 
ness of provision crops. He considers 
that much of the depression and want of 
success is attributable to mistaken map- 
agement ip farm cconomy. The injudi-
